DRYDEN TREE NURSERY REFORESTATION 


The station consists of 1,053 hectares (2,600 acres) of'which 47 ha. have been cleared 
for bare root seedling production. The Dryden Tree Nursery was established in 1958 
as a regional nursery to supply stock needed for planting on crown and private land in 
the districts of Sioux Lookout, Ignace, Dryden, Fort Frances, Red Lake and Kenora. At 
present, the nursery beds contain over 30 million seedlings of various species in 
different stages of growth. Ten production greenhouses have a maximum output of 4 
million seedlings per year. Two smaller greenhouses accommodate a "plus tree" 
grafting program averaging 6,000 grafts per year. On location, a seed extraction plant 
processes 10,000 hl of Jack Pine cones per year.
